It is much, easier for a 
herd to go backward toward the form 
and character of the wild state than It 
is for it to go forward toward the per- 
fection of the prize ring. The 'breed- 
er's art is the only thing that has 
brought these farm animals' up 'front 
their-wild state Into the modern mon- 
ey making machines which they now 
are, and too much credit cannot b« 
given the men who devote their lives 
to this work.

or In extremity. When occasion for Us 
use arises the center band Is toru off, 
nnd two tins are disclosed. 
One*tin 


contains one-quarter pound of concen- 
trated beef and the other one-quarter 
pound of cocoa paste. These rations 
can be eaten dry, but If water Is avail- 
able greater benefit can be derived. 
An ounce of the beef boiled for un 
hour makes a pint of tea; by simmer- 
ing one ounce of the cocoa paste in a1 
pint of water for n quarter of an hour 
a liquid cocoa of good strength Is ob- 
tained. If the ration Is eaten in small 
quantities at n time It Is calculated to 
maintain strength for thirty-six hours.
